ed by applying oil only in quantities 
needed, based on the condition of 
the street and the amount of travel 
over it; 
whereas by private con­ 
tract the oil is distributed equally. 
Besides, where some streets may 
not be oiled because remonstrances 
prevent, if the city pays 
for 
the 
work out of the general fund, 
all 
streets will be oiled and their sur­

preserved.

M. V. Spivey, former city treasurer, 
regarding the proposed reduction of 
the tax levy for 1916.

majority of the officials hold that it 
would be" unwise to reduce the tax 
levy as advocated by Mr. Spivey.

time to keep work of the government 
moving," said Secretary 
RedfieW. 


"The serious results of'these latter 
losses are robaWy not appreciated. 
They undoubtedly amount to more 
than some of the economies thought 
to be effecte'd ' by 
clipping' esti- 


mates." 


In .this connection it should not 


be overlooked that during- .the 16 
years of Republican .control pro- 
ceeding the present administration, 
the appropriation biUs were im ari- 
ably assed before they were needed, 
and an extension resolution .was 
never resorted to. 


Two of this year's great supply 


bills, one appropriating funds :for 
the Post Office Department and the 
other for the Indian Bureau, failed 
of passage last March. All the 
work of preparing estimates, plan- 
ning new projects, and the intelli- 
gent continuation of former works 
has been absolutely wasted by tke 
failure "of these bills. The 
affairs 


of those two branches of govern- 
ment must now be conducted under 
plans nearly two years old which 
are absolutely foreign to Conditions 
at the present time. A tremendous 
waste of time and money i& inevi- 
table, and the service that should ber 
rendered to the public will be seri- 
ously impaired.
